Exemption from AWA Standards 

Adult male Siberian hamsters are maintained with nursing females. TTiis is an lACUC-approved exemption 
from the USDA AWA standards (9 CFR Part 3, Subpart B, sec. 3.28). The USDA standards do not 
differentiate the hamster species. Unlike the more common Syrian hamsters, male Siberian hamsters have 
been observed to assist the females in maintaining the nest by retrieving pups. Some species of rodents are 
known to pair bond. Siberian hamsters have experienced weight loss and other signs of depression when 
separated from their mates. If an adult male Siberian hamster is removed and returned later, fighting often 
occurs. Routine husbandry for Siberian hamster is described in an lACUC-approved Standard Operating 
Procedure (January 1996).

Section 2.31(d)(l)(vii) lACUC: protocol YCS0201 noted post-op to be under the care of the attending 
veterinarian. The attending veterinarian was never told of the surgery or the problems with the procedure. 
Two rabbits had surgery spinal hemisections. Rabbit #8 had surgery on 03-11-00, records are sparse in 
relation to care, on 03-17-00 animal noted to have weaker hindlimb reflexes. On 03-19-00 animal noted not 
responding to hindlimb pinches. #8 was put to sleep on 03-20-00. The attending veterinarian was never 
notified of this animal. 

On 03-16-00 animal #6 had same surgery as #8. Again animal post-op records are sparse. On 03-27-00 I 
observed this animal (#6) and it could not stand on its hindlimbs. This animal had a sore on its back and 
was lying in a small amount of feces in a standard slat floor cage. This animal was seen by the attending 
veterinarian for the first time on 03-27-00 during the USDA inspection. This animal was put down on 03- 
28-00.

Nymphs of Ixodes scapularis, potentially infected with West Nile Virus (WNV) were 
allowed to feed on uninfected hamsters. Hamsters were kept for 6 to 10 days after ticks 
had fed and monitored for evidence of infection with WNV. The animals were euthanized 
with carbon dioxide or methoxyflurane if they showed signs of distress caused by viral 
infection. 

5. Provide scientific justification why pain and/or distress could not be relieved. State 
methods or means used to determine that pain and/or distress relief would interfere with 
test results. 

The use of pain relieving drugs could mask clinical evidence of infection with WNV in 
the hamster. Clinical evidence of disease includes weakness, tremors, and roughened fur; 
salivation and conjunctivitis occur infrequently; and rarely partial paralysis of one or 
more extremities. To minimize pain and/or distress, animals were euthanized if they 
showed signs of viral infection.

Four rabbits underwent food tagutalion and water tieatment to produce a cnrtjriic 
acbdotio modeL Animats were monitored, by the investigaterts) arid vetehnary staffs, 
daily Tor pain, discomfort, distress, fiydration aruj (jverall body canditton Mo adverse 
effects wera detected. 

Thirty-six ^acaca mulatta underwent food regulation (o faqiNtali training to team and/or 
perform complex tasks.

Post-oroc ed ural Pain and Dfstre sa 

Sixty-fouF rabbits were listed In category E as an outcome of Ihe dlslress aasocialed 
wilh scclrrnalion to restraint boxes used for behavioral response measuremenls, 
Animate Were monitored for pain, dtecomtort, distress, and overHlI body condition by Ihe 
investigator staffs during penods of restraint. Ariimals used In, future studies will 
uftdargo a modified acdlmatidn procedure to further minimize distress. 

Eight C hlorc ceb ua aethlopa underwent an inttial major surgery followed by an 
interrelated surgery lo assess novel oential nervous systems therapies. Animals were 
moniiofed dally for pein, discomfort, distress, and overall body condlticn by the 
veterinary and irrvestlgator staffs.

Arnmals Were used 
for elecirpphysiologlcal recordingia. Each animal ia. used in an eKperimenl no moref ihan 
once every three vyesks for a maximum of five procedures, after which thay recerva a 
one monlh rest, Multiple suTgeries are required |q obtain multiple observationa to 
reduce variation In responses due lo differences hetvveen ariimals. AnimalB are 
mcnilored daily by the vaterinary arid mvestigator siSaffs for pain, discomfort and 
distress as well as overall body conditian. 

One cat, three Saimlfi sdureus . and Itiree Macaco fascicuians underwant multiple 
Survival surgeries, Animafs undergo one to four survival surgeries and or>B non-survival 
surgery. Animals are resHed. at leas; five days between surgeries. Multiple surg.eries 
were required to fsciHiate adequate dale collection from eacn animal. Anirrrals were 
m.onitDfed daily for pain > discomforl, distress, and gverall body iJCinditton by [he 
veteflnaty and investigator staR^ .

E xercise for Dogs 

Standard caging used far dogs Is greater than iwo times the USD A repu lined floor 
space. However, the instilutiQnal policy requires that all dogs receive exercise 
regardless of floor space. Nine dogs underwent a modrfied institutioral exercise 
program(IAGUC approved), based on veterinary recommendation and (he potential for 
interferance with research objactfves. Animals were monitored daily for pain, 
discomfort, distress, and overall body condition by the veterinary and investigator staffs.
